In making such a protest individuals should be well aware of the 
fact that there are many sources of taxation other than property 
taxes and that there may well be logical adjustments in order,

But it should be understood that when an individual appears 
before elected officials protesting high taxes, that indivual should 
lead off by stating that he demands so-called public benefit programs 
be cut back or eliminated as a means to. reducing public budgets 
which must be reduced if taxes are to be reduced.

TULARE COUNTY 


SACRAMENTO — 
California’s vast agricultural 
industry experienced another 
prosperous year in 1974 with 
gross cash receipts of $8.5 
billion and farm production of 
45.6 million tons. 

State Food and Agriculture 
Director Tim Wallace said 
California can again lay claim to 
the title of the nation’s No. 1 
farm state. Iowa is second. 

California’s farm income was 


18 percent higher than the - 


record high of $7.2 billion set in 
1973 and the state’s tonnage 
figure topped 1973's 44.3 
million by 1.3 million tons. 
“1974 was the biggest year 
ever,” Wallace reported. “Larger 
plantings, increased production, 
and higher prices for 
commodities were responsible 
for the increased farm income. 
Although most farm income was 
up, there was considerable 


‘variance, due to record expenses 


for feed and fertilizer.” 
The California farm income 


and production figures, released 
in the department’s. annual 
report, were compiled by the 
California Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service, a cooperative 
state-federal operation. 

Estimated impact on 
California economy of the 
state’s agricultural industry is 
now $42.5 billion, which 
includes the $8.5 billion in farm 
receipts and such activities as 
processing, transportation, 
distribution, and sales involving 
the 200 crops recognized in 
California. 

Here are highlights of the 
report: 

California, ranks No. 1 in 
the nation in 47 commercial 
crop and livestock commodities. 

California farmers 
produced 9 percent of the 
national gross cash receipts from 
farming in 1974, a production 
realized from 63,000 farms, or 2 
percent of the nation’s total. 

Combined acreage of 
principal California crops totaled 


Citizen Help Suggestions Show 
Danger Of Gypsy Moth Outbreak 


SACRAMENTO — A news 
release was put out recently by 
the USDA suggesting ways that 
homeowners in the eastern part 
of the United States could help 
fight gypsy moth, a pest with an 
appetite for almost’ anything 
growing. 

According to the 
department 
agriculture, gypsy moth’ has 
already infested nearly 12 
million acres of forest in the 
east, but has so far not 
established itself in California. 
The suggestions for eastern 
residents to help control the pest 
point up how serious the 
problem could be if it were to 
get loose here: 

1. Put a wide band of a 
sticky substance (Tanglefoot) 
around tree trunks to trap the 
caterpillars. 

2. Tie burlap or cloth strips 
around tree trunks--caterpillars 
cluster under the strips and. can 
be easily destroyed. 

3. Hand pick and squash any 
larvae, caterpillars or pupae 
found in the trees. 

Those suggestions apply only 
to lightly infested areas however. 
In ‘heavily infested areas, 
homeowners can do little to 
protect their trees and property 
except .to-call for 
community-wide action, which 
includes spraying of entire 
towns. Some 24 New Jersey 
municipalities requested that 
action this spring. 

Tim Wallace, state food and 
agriculture department director,

quarantine operations, help from 
the county agricultural 
commissioners, the cooperation 
of the public, and a great deal of 
luck, gypsy moth and other 
pests such as Japanese beetle and 
Oriental fruit fly have been kept 
out of the state. In the 
increasing incidences where such 
pests have been detected, 
federal, state, and county 
experts were able to move in and 
eradicate them before they 
could gain a foothold. 

“It is a continuing war,” 
Wallace said ‘“‘and these pests 
would be devastating if they got 
loose in California. Not just to 
our extensive agricultural 
industry but to our residential, 
park, recreation, and forest areas 
as well.”

WASHINGTON — Producer 
options for obtaining 
anniversary loans under the 
1975 Wheat and Feed Grain 
programs have been announced 
by, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture.

California vegetable 
growers produced a record 11.7 
million tons in 1974, exceeding 
the previous record of 1973 by 
12 percent. Vegetable 
production came from a record 
862,710 acres, 2 percent more 
than last year, with the 
production value at $1,453 
million, 23 percent over 1973. 
This was a record high for 
California. 

The crop development of 
fruit and nut crops ranged from 
poor to excellent. Individually, 
many crops set new records. 
All-time high production was 
achieved for almonds, 
nectarines, and plums, and an all 
time high in bearing acreage was 
reached for almonds, nectarines, 
olives, tangerines, and walnuts. 
Record total crop. values’ were 
the case for avocados, cherries, 


dates, lemons, nectarines, 
oranges, peaches, pears, and 
plums. 


Of California’s 100.2 million 
acres, an estimated 36.1 million 
are in farmland and in 1974, the 
average California farm was 
estimated at 573 acres, valued at 
$315,000, including buildings. 
Nationally, the average farm size 
was 384 acres, valued at 
$115.000, including buildings. 

Here. are the crop and 
livestock commodities in which 
California leads the nation: 

Alfalfa seed, almonds, 
apricots, artichokes, asparagus, 
avocados, blackeye beans, 
broccoli, Brussels sprouts, 
cantaloupes, carrots, cauliflower, 
celery, cotton, cut flowers, 
dates, eggs, figs, flower seeds, 
garlic, grapes, Ladino clover 
seed, lemons, lettuce, lima 
beans; miscellaneous melons, 
nectarines, nursery stock, olives, 
onions, oriental vegetables, 
peaches, pears, bell peppers, chili 
peppers, persimmons, plums, 
pomegranates, potted plants, 
prunes, rabbits, strawberries, 
spinach, safflower, sugar beets, 
tomatoes, and walnuts.

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DAIRY INDUSTRY TOPS STATE 
FOR VALUE OF PRODUCTION 


DAVIS — Milk moved to the 
top of the list of agricultural 
commodities in California during 
1974 in terms of value of 
production, according to figures 
released by C.L. Pelissier, 
extension dairy scientist for the 
University of California at Davis. 

Cash receipts from marketing 
milk and cream totaled 
$894,180,000, a_ substantial 
increase from the 1973 total of 
$692,976,000. Milk used on the 
farm for home consumption and 
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fed to calves boosted the total 
value of milk produced to 
$903,205 ,000. 

In terms of cash receipts, beef 
production was again in first 
place, but the value of 
production dropped to 
$750,735,000 due primarily to 
lower beef prices. The difference 
between cash receipts and value 
of production reflects mainly 
the value of beef cattle shipped 
into the state. ; 
The value of milk produced

The first stock 
issue was offered at $125.00 per 
share with a par value of

most recent stock was traded for 
$70.00 per share.

Bennett noted that acreage 
determinations affect many 
phases of ASCS farm programs 
to include disaster payments, 
price support loans for cotton, 
and future year yields. 

To avoid any of the program 
penalties, acreage "reports must 
be filed for cotton by August 1 
of this year. 


To be eligible for any disaster , 


payments under either . the 
cotton, feed grain, or wheat 
programs, producers must file an 
acreage report of the affected 
acres while the evidence of the 
disaster is still apparent and 
before the acreage is put to 
other use.
